That the slovenly habits or ill health 
1 of tbe cooks and waiters who serve us 
In dining cars, hotels, restaurants and 
our own homos may be an even print¬ 
er menace to our health thun defective 
plumbing is the fact brought out by 
some interesting investigations made 
by Burgeon Cummins of the British 
army. 

It used to he thought that If our serv¬ 
ants' bands—and our own—were wash¬ 
ed with reasons e frequency we were 

sure; but ui. Caibaiiw -uiwa iuui sin,. 

tho most scrupulous cleansing will not 
relieve bands that have been In contact 
I with disease germs from the liability 
of infecting others. In short. Dr. Cum¬ 
mins declares that so long as we live 
In this world of dirt and microbes our 
hands can never b® teally clean. 

To prove his contention Dr. Cum tins 
dipped tbe tip of his forefinger In a 
liquid aantalnlng millions of typhoid 
bacilli yThe finger was next rinsed In 
an antiseptic solution.. thun In very 
cold water ahd then In water that was 
almost boiling. After all this cleansing 
it was washed in a Small quantity of 
sterile water This water when ana¬ 
lyzed showed no less than 313 colonies 
of typhoid bjcillL 

Not satisfied with this discouraging 
proof of the futility of clean bands, ibo 
doctor proceeded to soak hla Infected 
Agger tip in pure alcohol Then ho 
washed it again tn sterile water. T! Is 
tiniest.he analysis of the water rever A 
four colonics of typhoid bacilli. 

Another experiment made by Dr. 
Cummins was to rest a typhoid ladpn 
finger tip for Just an instant on the 
surface of n howl of soup. The soup 
wa« then allowed to stand for twenty- 
four hours. When finally analyzed It 
revealed nearly 40.000 typhoid bacilli to 
every cubic inch.—New York Ameri- 
- can.

The Dominion Government has, 
through the medium of the Depart¬ 
ment of Mines, just undertaken a 
very extensive and exhaustive inves¬ 
tigation into the merits of pet as 
fuel, the commercial feasibility of its 
manufacture at a reasonable market¬ 
able price and the available supply 
in Canada.
